80 has He chosen the poor and lowly to form His 
kingdom upon earth. Had He chosen critics and casuists, with full coffers 
and large retinues, they might have tarnished the purity o the Gospel; there 
might have been introduced into the expository of divine truth some of the 
lifeless dogmas of the philosophie schools.
